Underway in 
War Program

OTTAWA, Ont, Feb. 16-—Evi- 
dence is piling up that major 
shifts are occurring in the Cen- 
adian war production programs 
to meet changing conditions in 
the wer itself. Changes under 
way in Canada are regarded as 
reflections of changes in the Un- 
ited Kingdom and the United 
States. where mass production 
has been built up to 1943 pre- 
offensive pace to take care of 
British and American require- 
ments with relatively less Cana- 
dian assistance in many lines. 

There are believed to be enough 
shells in the hands of the Aliies, 
or instance, to support unpreced- 
jented harrages against Germany 
for months ahead. 

For Canada, the greatest concen- 
tration of productive resources is 
being gathered together for the 
manufacture of naval escort ves- 
sels with the new super-corvette or 
frigate as the main model for 1943, 


MANPOWER SHIFT 


With less production in shelis and 
tanks and automatic arms, all of 
which Canada has produced in vol- 
ume in the past, the shortages of 
basic materials such as copper and 
timber will likely require a shift 
of Canedian manpower from other 
occupations to the copper mines 
and the lumber camps. Similarly, 
D. A. Clarke, director of ship- 
building, recently said manpower 
would be shifted from other war 
industries to shipyards. 

The extent to which British and 
American war orders have bégun 
to deciine in Canada is not re- 
ported officially. A reliable 
source indicates that 25 per cent 
of the U.S. orders placed in Can- 
ada will shortly lapse without re- 
newal. Since American purchases 
have represented about 20 per 
cent of Canada’s entire war pro- 
duction, the anticipated reduc- 
tion will be about five per cent of 
all war production in this coun- 
try. 

As far as possible, it is expected, 
the Canadian government will re- 
place lapsed U.S. and British or- 
ders with Canadian orders to be 
disposed of through the new mu- 
tual aid scheme administered by 
the war supplies allocation board.

Every person in Canada should make 
note of the fact that the new ration books 
are not to be sent through the mails. They 
must be called for at appointed places, in 
the period between Feb. 19th and March 
1st. The places where the books are to be 
obtained will be made known by advertise- 
ments in the newspapers, and the pro- 
cedure necessary to secure them. 

This involves some inconvenience for 
everybody. But it cost the country a half 
million dollars to send the first issue 
through the mails, and many of the books 
were returned for one reason or another. 
The new distribution is to be direct to the 
persons entitled to them, and made 
through groups of voluntary workers who 
will receive nothing for their services. As 
some are to thus donate their time to hand 
out the books, it is not too much that 
others be required to go and get them.

The Dawson Creek Tragedy 


The pioneer town of Dawson Creek was 
hard hit by the fire and explosion on Satur- 
dav evening. But the circumstances which 
called the transport and trading centre into 
being will cause it to be rebuilt, no doubt on 
more permanent lines and with better 
means of protection against the fire hazard 
in future. Dozens of young communities in 
the west have been practically wiped out by 
flames, but the almost invariable rule has 
béen that more resistant buildings have 
risen from the ashes and better fire- 
fighting facilities created. There is a reason 
for Dawson Creek, and this reason remains 
untouched by the conflagration 

Investigation is of course being made 
into the origin of the fire and the circum- 
stances which resulted in the loss of life 
and the large number of injuries received, 
and this information will be forth-coming 
in due course. As the street was crowded 
when the explosion occurred, and the roofs 
of nearby buildings occupied by spectators, 
it is very fortunate that more people were 
not killed and more badly injured.

Lorient, Cologne, Milan, Naples, Cro- 
tone, Tunis, Bizerte. These seven Ax 
bases and munitions centres, ranging from 
France to Germnay to Italy to Tunisia, 
were targets which Allied bombers raided 
over the week-end. The attack on Lorient 
was even heavier than that a few days 
before, the Nazi authorities having oblig- 
ingly removed the French population and 
left the city entirely a military area. In 
addition medium sized bombers and fight- 
er squadrons ranged over France, the Low 
Countries and western Germany, wreck- 
ing railway bridges and terminals and 
shooting up trains. 

On the other side of the world Liber- 
ators and Flying Fortresses paid a Sunday 
rning visil to the Japanese base at Ra- 
baul, dropping more than fifty tons of 
bombs and 3500 incendiaries, with the re- 
sult that clouds of black smoke prevented 
the airmen making a survey of the dam- 
age done. 

These are the kind of week-end reports 
the Allied peoples may expect to read 
pretty regularly from this on, and the 
kind the enemy broadcasters will have to 
get used to supplying fictitious substitutes 
for. In both zones the Axis powers are 
now getting larger instalments of the pay- 
ment in kind that is coming to them for 
the air bombing to which they subjected 
the residents of Warsaw, Rotterdam, Lon- 
don, Pearl Harbor and Singapore. 

It detracts nothing from the satisfac- 
tion of making the payments when these 
are delivered on Sunday, for the quiet 
hours af Sunday morning was the favor-

paid American workers. The reso- 
lution asks also that the wage in- 
creases and better working condi- 
tions apply to all northern pro- 
jects 


SEEK FEDERAL ACTION 

Copies of the resolution will be 
sent to the Trades and Labor Con- 
Canada, and to the War 
Labor Board. ‘The trades body is 
being asked to make representa- 
tions to the federal government @n 
the matter. 

Ald. Sidney Parsons, president 
of the Trades Council reported that 
a new agreement had been entered 
into between organized labor and 
employers of labor on the Alaska 
Highway project. He said that many 
of the difficulties and irritations 
caused by the War Labor Board 
interference last year had been 
ironed out under the new agree- 
ment 


He said that the workers had 
not got all they demanded, and 
that the wage increase resolutions 
passed at the meeting resulted in 
the failure to obtain equality of 
pay for equal work.
